A TELECOMS industry 
expert is warning that 
businesses in parts of 
rural Dorset will be 
forced to relocate in as 
little as a year’s time un¬ 
less something is done 
about broadband speeds 
in the county. 

Michael Armitage - fi¬ 
nance partner at Broad¬ 
way Partners, which 
wants to see superfast 
broadband delivered to 
all parts of the UK - said 
that broadband speed 
was becoming a critical 
issue that could drive 
businesses from parts of 
the county. 

Broadway Partners - 
which this week an¬ 
nounced it had teamed up 
with Swedish fibre-optic 
services firm ViaEuropa 
- is seeking backing to 
provide superfast speeds 
to those parts of the 
county not reached by 


the Superfast Dorset 
project - the govern¬ 
ment-backed upgrade of 
broadband in the county 
to be undertaken by BT. 

The Superfast Dorset 
project has stated it aims 
to deliver speeds of 
24Mbps to 95 per cent of 
premises in Dorset by 
2015. 

But this figure of 95 per 
cent is disputed by Mr 
Armitage, who has more 
than 30 years’ experience 
in the field. 

He said: “Quite a lot of 
the 95 per cent quoted is 
a best case scenario. The 
reality is a large part of 
the county - at least 15 
per cent - is not going to 
get the benefit of the BT 
programme.” 


Mr Armitage explained 
that Superfast Dorset’s 
prediction does not fully 
take into account the dis¬ 
tance of buildings from 
BT cabinets stationed in 
villages, meaning some 
premises ostensibly in 
line for superfast speeds 
will not see the full bene¬ 
fits. 

He said: “If houses are 
on a long line to the ex¬ 
change they will be ef¬ 
fectively left behind.” 

But Broadway Partners 
aims to fill this gap by 
providing fibre optic 
technology direct to 
households, ensuring 
households and busi¬ 


nesses are not left out in 
the race for higher 
speeds. 

The partnership is al¬ 
ready seeking £4 million 
to provide fibre optical 
technology to provide su¬ 
perfast broadband to 
communities along a dis¬ 
used railway in North 
Dorset. 

He said: “Once this is 
up and running we can 
roll out the programme in 
the rest of Dorset, Devon 
and other parts of the 
country, almost like a 
franchise. 

“We are not seeking to 
compete with BT to pro¬ 
vide this infrastructure. 
We are plugging the gaps 
that they are not reach¬ 
ing.

Here, Ian talks about future plans and his new role 
as a parish councillor. 


• WHY did you decide to open an hotel? 

I was the senior sous chef at the then five star Royal Bath 
Hotel in Bournemouth. It was part of a very large hotel 
chain but, for me, it was very unsatisfying job. I spent more 
time doing paperwork and sitting in dull meetings than ac¬ 
tually cooking. Also working long hours from early morn¬ 
ing to late at night often six days a week, I was not getting 
a lot of time with Liz and the children and we felt we were 
missing out on the most important part of life, spending 
time together as a family. 

Liz and I had talked about being self-employed previ¬ 
ously but it had kind of gone on the back burner when the 
children were born. We thought that if we were ever going 
to do it, the best time would be when the kids are really 
young before they started school. 

• HOW did you feel to recently be awarded a four-star 
gold AA rating? 

We were delighted! We had re-invested a lot of money in 
the hotel over the winter months so to have achieved not 
just four stars but four gold stars was very satisfying. It was 
the level we were aiming at. 

• WHAT are your future plans for the hotel? 

With the recent refurbishment we now have four large 
suites that can comfortably accommodate up to 11 people. 
We are looking to not only let rooms to visitors to the area 
as before, but to offer a "house party" package where fam¬ 
ilies or groups of friends can take over the whole building 
for a weekend or a week, or even a month, and we not only 
cater for them but will organise bike rides, fishing trips, for¬ 
aging courses, etc. so they can make the most of the really 
rather wonderful area in which we are very fortunate to 
live. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

As a chef I do like giving myself freedom in the kitchen. It 
allows seasonality and availability to dictate what I cook 
not what is printed on a fixed unchanging menu. I do like 
to chat with our customers as well. People pass through 
our doors who have done the most remarkable things in 
life and you only get to know their stories by spending time 
with them. 

• HOW did you become involved with Charmouth 
Traders? 



Phil Tritton who runs the Charmouth Stores (Nisa) first sug¬ 
gested the idea five years back that we as a business com¬ 
munity needed to work together to promote what 
Charmouth offers not just to tourists but to locals as well. I 
was happy to get on board. 

• WHY is it important to promote local businesses? 

Many villages nowadays are poorly served if indeed at all, 
for shops, pubs and other services. Charmouth punches 
well above its weight in terms of its facilities for the size of 
its population and has a range of shops, services, accom¬ 
modation, food outlets, etc. of which the village can be jus- 
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tifiably proud. I believe that it is very important that local 
businesses are supported especially in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times because if they close they often don't come 
back. Use it or lose it. 

• WHAT do you hope to achieve now you have been 
elected to Charmouth Parish Council? 

I was very pleased and also somewhat daunted to have 
been elected to the parish council. Personally I would like 
to help promote Charmouth as a destination known for its 
child friendly beach, great transport links, the excellent her¬ 
itage centre and its enviable location at the heart of the 
Jurassic Coast. We are very much a tourist economy in this 
area and Charmouth really has a lot to offer. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

On the day we moved in we were approached by the 
much-missed Dennis Bearpark as he pushed his lawn- 
mower up the street. He chatted with us for a while, warmly 
welcomed us to the village and wished us the best of luck. 
It made a big impression on us and we were very grateful 
for his welcome at a very stressful time for us. It was echoed 
many times in those first few weeks by many others and 
this reassured us that we had moved into a village with a 
strong friendly community. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I love live music and go to concerts whenever possible 
often with others from that loose assembly known as the 
Charmouth Fat Dads. Three of us did a 12 hour round trip 
to London earlier this month to see the legend that is Neil 
Young at the 02, though it would have been much better 
if he had been on at the Electric Palace! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I always think it's often about the journey and not always 
the destination. I love to visit places I have never been to 
before. When I worked with P&O I was lucky to have been 
able to travel pretty much all over the world and saw some 
amazing places. I never, however, got to South America, 
though I did see it once in the distance through a porthole 
when we left Curacao and it looked very nice! 

• WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

My Grandad Frank Reynolds who died when I was one year 
old. He was a miner and trade union leader at Easington 
Colliery in the Durham Coalfields who lived through some 
very hard times and was on the frontline in the rise of the 
labour movement. I would love to hear about his life from 
him. Neil Young so he could show me how to nail the guitar 
solo in Cortez the Killer. Brian Clough - my father saw him 
play his last game for Sunderland back in the 1960s and re¬ 
ceive his career ending injury. He was one of football's and 
indeed England's most entertaining and controversial char¬ 
acters throughout the next three decades. I bet he could 
tell some stories!

Cafe wins Glasto gold

THE owners of a Bridport cafe have scooped a top 
award at this year's Glastonbury Festival. 

Anna Vogel and Joy Bariana - who run the Red Brick 
Cafe in St Michael's Trading Estate - were awarded the 
Gold Food Award for their festival eatery The Fat Belly 
Cafe. 

The vegetarian diner - which is also run by Bridport- 
based performer Herbie Treehead - won the award 
for sustainability due to its locally-sourced food, low 
environmental impact, and green energy systems 
such as its off-grid fridge. 

It is the fifth time the cafe has appeared at the festi¬ 
val, and the first time in a new location next to the 
Croissant Neuf tent, famous for providing music, cir¬ 
cus, and other performance events all powered 
through solar panels. 

As well as attracting festival goers and performers 
from around the world, the Glastonbury Festival of 
Contemporary Performing Arts brings hundreds of 
traders and food suppliers to serve the 150,000 peo¬ 
ple who flock to Worthy Farm for up to six days. 

Anna said she was incredibly proud to have won the 
award, which was presented by the festival organisers 
along with champagne, giant cotton certificate and 
the waving of next year's pitch fees.

Restored living van'goes on show 


A RARE ‘living van’ is on show at Dorset Wildlife 
Trust’s Kingcombe Meadow after undergoing more 
than 300 hours of restoration work. 

The Victorian-era live-in trailer was restored to its 
former glory by Plankbridge of Piddlehinton - spe¬ 
cialist hut-makers who build conceptually si mil ar 
‘shepherds huts’ for today’s domestic market. 

Used up until the 1950s, living vans were often 
towed behind steam engines by road workers who 
needed to travel to sites all over the country for long 
periods of time. 

The restored home-away-from-home is to be used to 
provide historical insight of life on the road in a by¬ 
gone era as well as providing a unique place to stay. 

Plankbridge hut maker and restorer, John Farrar, 
said: “When we received the living van the whole 
thing was, on the face of it, quite complete but very 


decayed. 

“At Plankbridge our philosophy is to remain true to 
the traditional design so I put myself in the mind of 
the people who made it 100 years ago and set about 
restoring it like for like.” 

Up until the late 1990s, the mobile slice of history 
was used at a meeting place at Greenhill Down nature 
reserve, near Hilton, Dorset, which was founded by 
Angela Hughes OBE to whom the restored van has 
been dedicated. 

Angela’s son Felix said: “Preserving the living van 
is a really good idea. I spent time there three or four 
times a week when I was younger. It brings back great 
memories for me.” 

Rob Brunt, Head of Land Management for DWT, 
said: “We are so pleased with the living van. It is so 
important to preserve the history of DWT and remem¬ 


ber those, such as Angela Hughes, who helped us get 
to where we are today.” 

Clifford Hammett - who lived in a living van for two 
years in 1960 - recalled some of his experiences. 

He said: “My van was very comfortable. It had a 
stove in the comer, storage lockers, a table, and two 
bunks. 

“I’d keep them both made up so I could put people 
up for the night who were travelling. I had a great time 
living in the van and made it my home; it was a hard 
life but a good life.” 

Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Kingcombe Centre plans to 
use the living van for educational purposes, and a 
place for visitors to stay and experience the living van 
first-hand. 

The living van will be available to stay in from Au¬ 
gust 2013.

speed is becoming ab¬ 
solutely crucial. More 
and more business is 
done online. We are see¬ 
ing a real disparity in the 
ability to do business be¬ 
tween parts of the coun¬ 
try with high speed 
broadband and parts 
without. 

“One third of the coun¬ 
try is in danger of being 
left behind. 

“While it is frustrating 
for businesses without 
high speeds at the mo¬ 
ment, in a year or two 
people will have to start 
relocating because of 
broadband issues.” 

A spokesperson for Su¬ 
perfast Dorset confirmed 
that their figure of reach¬ 
ing 95 per cent of Dorset 
premises was being re¬ 
viewed, with a new fig¬ 
ure to be announced next 
week. 

She said: “The 95 per 
cent figure given is our 
aspiration. In fact next 
week we will announce 
how close we will be get¬ 
ting to this figure.” 

However, the 

spokesperson said that 
once announced, the new 


figure would then be set 
in stone, with the con¬ 
tractor - BT - contractu¬ 
ally obliged to hit that 
target. 

“They will be con¬ 
tracted to provide that 
figure and that’s what 
we’ll get.” 

She also played down 
the importance of 
dwellings’ proximity to 
BT cabinets, saying: 
“Fibre optics from the 
cabinets is not the only 
technical solution... 
there are other things 
happening out there.” 

Nichola Ross Martin - 
who has campaigned for 
improved broadband 
speeds in rural Dorset - 
welcomed the news that 
a partnership was at¬ 
tempting to ensure all 
premises in the county 
would be upgraded. 

The managing director 
of a web publishing com¬ 
pany said: “I think it’s 
fantastic. It’s great news. 

“I think the issue is crit¬ 
ical right now. My com¬ 
pany recently had three 
and a half days without 
broadband and it really 
affects business.”

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West Bay history brought to 
life with vintage postcards 


A SERIES of postcards - some as 
old as 150 years - have been used 
to tell the history of Bridport’s har¬ 
bour area. 

The history of West Bay - illus¬ 
trated by examining scores of pic¬ 
ture postcards of the harbour - was 
given by Brian Stidwell at the 
monthly meeting of Bridport & 
District University of the Third 
Age (U3A) at the Bridport United 
Church hall. 

The postcards reveal how much 
has changed at West Bay, including 
the time when ships were built 
there and before the promenade 
was built. 

The contrast between the post¬ 
cards of yesteryear and today 
vividly brought home how much 
of the west beach has been lost to 
erosion over the years. 

The railway station at Bridport 
Harbour was opened by the Great 
Western Railway in 1884 and the 
name changed to West Bay in a bid 
to attract tourists. 

But its time as a holiday attrac¬ 
tion didn’t last long as far as the 
railways were concerned, and the 
last passengers travelled on the line 
between West Bay and Bridport in 
1930. 

Other postcards showed horses 
pulling carts of shingle and sand 
from the beach, to be taken by ship 
to ports around the UK - a business 
that continued until 1960. 


Mr Stidwell, who has lived in the 
area for more than 60 years, is also 
the author of ‘Bridport and West 
Bay in Old Postcards’. 

The speaker at the next monthly 
meeting to be held at Bridport 
United Church hall on July 23rd is 
David Johnson, manager of Scott 
Cinemas, Lyme Regis, who will 
give a talk about films made in 
Dorset.

West Bay - one on the Ju¬ 
bilee Pier and one on the 
East Pier. Angling is more 
popular than ever and we are 
always trying to promote re¬ 
sponsible angling which is 
sensitive to the surrounding 
environment. 

“These boxes hopefully 
will make a difference and 
help that happen.”

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Police'expected to do more with 
less 7 as further cuts announced 
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Leave your car at home 

A DOOR-to-door campaign in Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth hopes to achieve at least a 10 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in car use. 

Advisors will be calling on 12,000 homes in the area 
to persuade drivers to leave their vehicle at home ... 
at least for some of the time. 

Local people will be offered practical information 
and tips on using other forms of transport including 
buses, trains and cycling - or even walking. 

Similar schemes elsewhere in the country have 
claimed to have reduced car trips by an average of 11 
per cent. 

The Dorchester and Weymouth project is being run 
by the sustainable transport group, Sustrans and 
funded by the Department for Transport's Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund.

DORSET’S Chief Constable is warning of further sig¬ 
nificant cuts to the police budget after the government’s 
announcement of additional cuts, including the possible 
closure of some police stations. 

Debbie Simpson has said the force has already lost 500 
posts since 2010 and that the loss of a further five per 
cent will result in additional, significant, cuts to the 
force’s infrastructure and support services. 

She admits that the effects could result in the closure 
of some police stations and a further reduction in the 
hours front offices are open to the public. 

“While we have done everything possible to protect 
frontline services, further cuts will, without doubt, start 
to impinge on our operational capability,” she said. 

Martyn Underhill, Police and Crime Commissioner for 
the county said: “Dorset is already one of the lowest 
spending and lowest funded forces in the country. I am 
disappointed that this is not recognised. This announce¬ 
ment impacts hugely on our ability to deliver further sav¬ 
ings. 

“I am also concerned about the level of cuts to local 
authorities in the county as the police are often the serv¬ 
ice of last resort. Reductions that the authorities may be 
forced to make to balance their budgets, could increase

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the demand on the force. 

“Chancellor George Osborne has announced a further 
six per cent reduction in Home Office funding for 
2015/16 on top of the 20 per cent policing fund cut pre¬ 
viously announced over the three years to 2014/15. 

“Home Secretary Theresa May later confirmed that the 
police grant will be cut by 4.9 per cent.” 

But despite the financial gloom Mr Underhill has wel¬ 
comed the chance of being able to apply for an innova¬ 
tion fund which aims to improve collaborative working 
with other organisations. 

“Further investment in the ‘troubled families’ fund is 
also to be welcomed, as anything that we can do to tackle 
some of the underlying social issues can only be good 
for the county as a whole,” he said. 

“The commitment to maintaining funding levels for 
counter terrorism and the recognition of how important 
security is to promoting economic growth is also to be 
welcomed.” 

Mr Underhill said he will continue to work with local 


MPs to press for a fair share of the funding for Dorset. 

He said: “The latest cut also reinforces the case for 
seeking to bring new money into policing through spon¬ 
sorship and income generation. I have fought to bring an 
additional 250 special constables to our streets within 
my term of office. While this strengthens the force, it 
doesn’t make up for the loss in paid police officers. 

“I believe the public would expect me to explore all 
sensible options to support the provision of the best pos¬ 
sible policing service in Dorset.” 

Clive Chamberlain, Chairman of Dorset Police Feder¬ 
ation - the Staff Association which represents rank and 
file police officers, said Dorset has long suffered from 
poor funding. 

“Dorset Police has been the lowest centrally funded po¬ 
lice force in the country for many years. Nationally, po¬ 
lice forces currently receive around 70 per cent of their 
funding from central government and 30 per cent from 
council tax. In Dorset, this ratio is 54 per cent govern¬ 
ment funding and 46 per cent from council tax,” he said. 

“The federation claims that Dorset has lost 340 police 
officers since 2007 - 23 per cent of the total number. 

“By 2018, due to anticipated further cuts we stand to 
lose a total of at least 468 warranted police officers - 31 % 
of our police officer numbers. Additionally we have lost 
hundreds of police staff.” 

He said the figure is the equivalent of losing every of¬ 
ficer in Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, Bridport, Lyme 
Regis, Sherborne, Blandford, Shaftesbury, Gillingham, 
Sturminster Newton, and Beaminster. 

“We are expected to do more with less but the unfair 
funding situation severely challenges resilience and ca¬ 
pability. By 2018 we will barely have one thousand of¬ 
ficers to police a diverse busy and burgeoning county, 
with its 14 million a year visitors, a thriving night-time 
economy in the urban towns, an international airport, 
seaports and half of the population dispersed across large 
rural areas.”

A N arts project at Dorset County 
Hospital (DCH) is helping kid¬ 
ney dialysis patients throughout 
the country explore the difficult issues 
they face. 

“Blood Makes Noise” is a film-based 
art and science project about renal fail¬ 
ure, dialysis, diet and transplant, lead 
by Bridport film maker Peter Snelling. 

The project was managed by the DCH 
Arts in Hospital charity and funded by 
the Wellcome Trust and the British Kid¬ 
ney Patient Association (BKPA). 

Mr Snelling was an “artist in resi¬ 
dence” in the hospital’s Renal Dialysis 
Unit once a week for nine months in 
2012 to create a film, book and blog. 

Peter worked with patients in the unit 
to explore their stories, challenges and 
experiences of being on dialysis and to 
consider the science behind the rela¬ 
tionship between diet and dialysis in 
living with renal disease. 

Dorset foodie and cook Jyoti Fernan¬ 
des worked with the participants and 
renal dietician Renuka Coghlan to cre¬ 
ate special “renal friendly” recipes. 

Peter said: “The project sheds light on 
the extraordinary world of organ dona¬ 
tion, dialysis, plasma exchange and 
transplant, but ultimately it is about 
love, generosity and family. 

“Our understanding of bio-medical 
science is often enhanced when it be¬ 
comes relevant to our lives and the lives 
of people we know. 

“The arts provide a valuable way to 
help us understand the lived experience 
of renal disease. 

“We hope the stories in these films 
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will provoke thought about the very im¬ 
portant science behind both treatment 
and nutrition.” 

Rosemary Maori, Chief Executive of 
the BKPA, said: “The film touches on 
very real issues and concerns that kid¬ 
ney patients and their families face 
when talking about future options and I 
hope that these moving and honest per¬ 
sonal accounts will help others to talk 
through si mil ar issues.”

And indeed it is her affinity with language and languages that has 
been key to her beautifully crafted work as a lyricist on compositions by Pat Metheny, 
Chick Corea and Horace Silver. 

Guitarist Nigel Price is an astonishing presence on the current UK jazz scene with 
that rare ability to both groove with fiery, flowing bebop lines and deep blues and 
yet also provide the most sensitive and melodic of accompaniment.

FOR over a decade Hancock's Half Hour had been one of the 
most enjoyed BBC comedy programmes ever produced, 
rivalling the popularity of The Goon Shows.

Sat nav driving van fleet efficiencies 


THE growing pressure by compa¬ 
nies to get the most out of their 
driver and vehicle assets means 
that satellite navigation has be¬ 
come the top option fitted to a 
new van according to the latest 
round of research released from 
the annual Nissan Van Report. 

The report found that 45% of van 
drivers, and 40% of fleet operators, 
felt that sat-nav is an essential fea¬ 
ture on a new van, coming ahead 
of parking sensors, Bluetooth and 
vehicle trackers.

Renault Captur posts impressive

RENAULT'S UK resurgence is well under 
way, with Clio and ZOE already picking 
up their fair share of acclaim from public 
and media pundits alike. Not to mention 
Dacia already outselling hordes of estab¬ 
lished rivals, just a few months since its 
launch. Now it's the turn of the eagerly- 
awaited Captur crossover to build on the 
gains, starting with an impressive set of 
residual value forecasts from leading 
provider, CAP.

namique MediaNav dCi 90 is forecast to 
retain 42% over the same period. 

The picture is much the same with the 
petrol-engined versions. Mind you, the 
expected best-seller, 0.9 TCe 90 three- 
cylinder turbo, is state-of-the-art. On 
entry-level Expression a sizeable 41% is 
predicted to be the norm. 

Commenting on the latest Renault to 
continue the marque's continued upward 
trend, UK Managing Director, Ken 
Ramirez, said, "The eagerly anticipated 
and completely new Renault Captur will 


soon be in our showrooms throughout 
the country; expanding our brand's pres¬ 
ence into the rapidly expanding compact 
crossover class.

Simkin buoyed by pre-season start as Moore move looms 


AFTER a summer of speculation following the 
move to a Community Trust, Dorchester Town 
returned to a promising pre-season training 
last Thursday. 

Manager Phil Simkin, himself refreshed fol¬ 
lowing a holiday, said:"We had an awful lot of 
players turn up, some looking for trials which 
included one or two surprising ones, but of 
course it's whether we can afford them. 

"Stuart (Heath) has done a lot of work organ¬ 
ising things whilst I have been away, and I re¬ 
turn a lot more optimistic that I thought I 
would do." 

The drastic reduction to the playing budget 


has seen five players exit the Avenue Stadium 
since the end of the Magpies most successful 
season in their history, the most significant 
being midfield maestro Ashley Nicholls. 

The county town boss and his assistant Stu¬ 
art Heath are currently in talks with Nick Crit¬ 
tenden and Jake Smeeton, the two remaining 
members of last season's squad to sign new 
contracts, and whilst both want to stay, the 
lack of budget is making it difficult. 

Simkin said:"They want to stay but I can only 
offer them a certain amount at this moment 
in time, but I'm hopeful they will sign." 

One source of additional income for the club 


is the anticipated move of Keiffer Moore to a 
league club. 

Simkin was responsible for signing Moore 
from Truro City in February, and the 19-year- 
old striker has proved the manager's judge¬ 
ment right by adding seven goals to the 13 he 
had already with the Tinmen, making it 20 for 
the season. 

His potential has alerted a number of clubs 
including Charlton Athletic with whom he has 
already had a week's trial and been invited 
back for another, and newly promoted Cham¬ 
pionship side Yeovil Town with whom he 


trained last week when they resumed pre-sea- 
son. 

Simkin, who is resigned to losing the 6'4" 
Moore, said: "I told Charlton a price for him 
when he went on trial, and they haven't been 
fazed as they have invited him back for an¬ 
other look. 

"He's probably the biggest asset we have 
ever had at the club, and I've put in a lot of 
work to get him here. 

"The move has to be the right one for the 
lad, but at the same time I don't want him 
walking out of here for next to nothing." 

On the signing of new goalkeeper Tim 


Sandercombe, Simkin said: "We've got an ex¬ 
cellent goalkeeper, which is essential and the 
basis of a solid team. 

"Jason (Matthews) was excellent and a great 
lad, but these things happen, and we've 
signed a really good replacement. 

"Danny Green's return is a real boost, and I 
bet he will be the next one to earn us money; 
he has such potential." 

In the meantime sports therapist Damion 
Marston, who has been a big help along with 
Exeter City's physio department in Green's re¬ 
covery to fitness, has signed a new deal that 
keeps him with the club until next summer.

Lyme to host Laser Masters 


LYME Regis Sailing Club will be hosting the 2013 UK 
Wildwind Laser Masters National Championships 
from Friday, July 12th to Sunday, July 14th. 

The club has already received 105 entries from as 
far afield as the Netherlands, Ireland, the Isle of Man 
and from across the UK. 

Local interest will be focussed on eight boats en¬ 
tering from the club. The event is also part of the 
world qualifiers for 2014. 

Lasers are single-handed racing dinghies 13'10"in 
length. The standard rig has a sail area of 7.06m sq 
and radial 5.76m sq. 

The design is now over 40 years old and with 
200,000 sailed worldwide, the laser dinghy is one of 
the selected Olympic classes. 

The Laser Masters sail in age categories allowing 


sailors to continue competitive racing as they get 
older. 

The Apprentice Class is for 35-45 year olds, the 
Masters are for those 45-55, the Grand Masters age 
group is from 55-65, and the Great Grand Master 
Class is for those aged 65 and above. The oldest 
competitor so far expected at Lyme is 74. 

Lyme is a very attractive venue for major sailing 
championships, and it is thanks to good co-opera¬ 
tion from West Dorset District Council - via the har¬ 
bour master and staff - that the club is able to run 
such events. 

Although spectator opportunities are limited, as 
races are run to give the best and fairest sailing con¬ 
ditions for the competitors, the attraction of a large 
fleet of racing dinghies is not to be missed.
